When the English peopte liberated 
their Feudal Slaves, no provision what- 
ever was made for educating them. 
The English Government until recently 
did less for educating the lower strata 
of Society than any other Protestant 
Nation of Europe. The consequence is 
that she has more pauperism, destitn- 
tion and crime than any other Protes- 
tant community. 

In Iceland, Norway, Sweeden, Dea- 
mark, Holland, Belgium and most of 
the German States, good Schools are 
maintained at the public expense, and 
pauperism with its offspring, destitu- 
tion and crime 1s almost unknown, 
whilst the wisest statesmen of England 
are almost ready to give up the pauper 
ist of that country as unmanageable. 
In 1848 nearty tv/o millions of paupers 
in England were relieved by the Boards 
ef Guardians of the poor at an expense 
from the public purse of nearly thirty 
millions of dollars. Thatis, nearly one- 
eighth of the entire fpopulation were 
paupers. 

It is stated in an article’in the North 
American Iteview, for July 1869, that 
England supports not less than one- 
twentieth of her entire population as 
paupers ; and that not less than one- 
tenth are so near the verge of pauper- 
ism that they are dependent on public 
or private charity for a part of their 

living every year; and that one-fourth 
of the entire English people are at some 
period of their lives aided by public or 
private charity.

The Washington Treaty. 
New York, May 22. 

A special from London,dated the 21st, 
to the Herald, says the Euglish papers 
continne to discuss the Washineton 
treaty and the supplementary articles 
thereto, with undiminished — interest. 
The editorials are generally inspired by 
a desire to prevent a fuilure of the arbi- 
tration. The same treaty article,in a 
contrary sense, as printed by the Pall 
Mall Gazette, of to-night, is remarkable 
for its truthful and just appreciation of 
the danger in endeavoring to save the 
treaty at the expense of national sus- 
ceptibility. The whole drift of feeling 
and opinion in England, justifies it in 
saying that the worst thing to do with 
the treaty Is to save it. Saving the 
treaty means ollence and huuiiliation to 
Amcrnea or England, or both nations. 
It means the removal, and not abate- 
ment, of the ill feeling which it was in- 
tended to allay. Low to save the treaty 
means who shall eat the * Lecks,” or 
Whethersome means cannot be invented 
whereby both parties shall agree to eat 
it in each others presence. 

American papers appear to exclaim 
against the adoption of the supplemen- 
tary article. Ilere there is only one 
one opinion and that Is that its accept- 
ance would discreditable and 
dangerous. Both peoples would be 
pacified and conteat at once if the 
treaty and negotiations connected there- 
with were dropped as an irremediable 
blunder for which both governments 
ure alone to blame.

The Amnesty Bill, 
Wasntneton, May 22. 

Tie folowing is the verbage of the 
Amnesty Bill : 

Be 1t enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Congress assembled, (two 
thirds of each Louse concurring therein ) 
That all political disabilities imposed 
by the third section of the 14th article 
of amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States are hereby removed 
from all persons whomsoever, except 
Senators and Representives of the 56th 
and 37th Congress, officers in the judi- 
cial, military and naval service of the 
United States, Heads of Departments 
and Forcign Ministers of the United 
States. 

The Civil Rights Bill, as passed, ap- 
plies only to inns, licensed places of 
public entertainment or amusement, 
stage coaches, railroads or other public 
modes of conveyane for freight or pas- 
sengers, Equal richts regarding semi- 
naries, schools and benevolent institn- 
tions was stricken out.

other means of public carriage of pas- 
sengers or freight, shall make any 
distinction to admission or accommods- 
tion therein of any citizen of the United 
States because of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude, shall, on convic- 
t.on thereof, be fined not less tian $500 
nor more than $9,000 for cach offeace, 
and the person or corporation so offend- 
ing shall be liable to the citizens thereby 
injured in damages which may be prose- 
cuted before any territorial, district or 
ctreuit court of the United States having 
juristion of crimes at the place where 
the offence was charged to have been 
commttted, with a right of appeal. or 
to have a writ of error in any case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The bill which passed the Senate this 
morning extends the power to suspend 
habeas corpus to March 4th 1875. 

Only Sumner and Nye voted nay on 
the Amnesty bill. 

The President has appointed Hon. 
Thomas P. Robb, late Collector of Cus- 
toms at Savannah, Ga., Fabius Snead, 
of Missisissidp!, and Richrd H. Savage, 
of California, Commissioners under

Letter from Hon. B. F. Moore to D. 
R. Goodloe, Esq. 

Rateren, April 27, 1872. 
D. R.. Goodlee, Esq., 


My Drar Sim: I feel a very deep in- 
terest in the action of the Cincinnati 
Convention of Liberal Republicans 
about to Convene to consider the polit- 
ical affairs of the country. 

Throughout my life 1 have been an 
ardent lover of civil liberty, as secured 
and protected by a Conservative Re- 
publican form of government. 

No citizen of the United States, on 
Whatever spot born or domiciled, has 
been more thoroughly attached tu the 
Union than myself; and, simply, be- 
cause in its existence alone, I have ever 
recognized the only sufficient security 
for the blessings of true freedom. 

Before Mr. Webster uttered that pa- 
triotic sentiment “Liberty and Union, 
one and inseparable’’—(patriotic only 
because of its truth.) I had thoroughly 
embraced the same conviction ; and my 
heart has ever been free to proclaim, in 
the Union devoted language ot Mr. 
Clay, that we should “Know no North, 
no South, no East, no West.” 

These noble sentiments have ever been 
the pole stars of my head and my heart ; 
not because of any grandeur, or elo- 
quence, or beauty in the language of 
their utterance, but because I have ever 
believed that liberty could not exist with- 
out Union nor Union without liberty. 
Ang.I felt sure that the existence and 
cultivation of sectional strifes would 
disrupt the family ties of the United 
States. Iadored liberty; and, therefore, 
I loved the Union. It a severance of 
the States would certainly have greatly 
augmented, or better secured the liber- 
ties uf my country, as did the revolution 
of °76, 1 should have been a rebcl. But 
my judgment was too decidedly op- 
posed to such a bope, even to allow me 
to desire a separation of the States. I 
knew, full well, that if disunion should 
succeed, opposing standing armies 
would array the border lines of trivial 
republics ; implacable feuds would con 
stuntly arise and burst into ferocious 
wars, to be followed, of course, by con- 
quests, by the overthrow of civil au- 
thority, by the establishment of despotle 
rule, and by a general subjection of citi- 
zens, once free, to the slavery of mili- 
tary rule. 

To avoicl these horrors have eve. 
been and am now a devoted Unionistr 
It is natural, then, when I see in the ad- 
ministration of the government a disre- 
gard of the fundamental principles of 
liberty, ghat I should fear for the resto- 
ration of the Union, 

In my judgment this disregard las 
been manitested in an eminent degree 
by the usurpation of unguaranteed 
powers, the exercise, in a harsh and 
cruel manner, of granted powers; and 
by official corruptions, so numerous and 
so openly tolerated by the administra- 
tion, that generally oflice-holders have 
not only lost all love of virtue, but have 
ceasedl even to manifest a sense of shame 
when detected and exposed in their 
frauds, 

In my opinion no greater curse can 
afilict a free people than the exhibition 
of public honors bestowed and contin- 
ued on citizens, who openly prostitute 
their official position by extortion of 
money, and embezziing the public funds 
entrusted to their custody. A general 
popular demoralization must follow the 
toleration of villians thus honored with | 
public favors. And no mere form of 
government, however exalted in princi- 
ple, will be able to check it. Nothing 
less than the indignant outburst of pub. 
lic censure and condig¢n punishment 
will reach and suppress the evil. With 
the loss of public virtue, private virtue 
must soon cease to exist, and as these 
pass aways, liberty must perish with 
them. 

The lovers of the Union, who believed 
that Union was the greatest of all guar- 
antees of political liberty, rejoiced in 


tional ,flag to [the goal of victory. 
Honors, naturally and gratefully tol- 
lowed his steps, because he had ven- 
tured his life to maintain “liberty and 
Union,” and had sueceeded in the noble 
work. Ifthe be now equally ready in 
heart to save the liberties of his country 
he could, in my judgment, exhibit no 
higher or purer patriotism than to quit 
a position which, in his hands, endan- 
gers the loss of all he has ever achicyed 
for his country. 

Vhere must be a reform in the civil 
service of our government. The evil 
spirits which have preyed upon its 
blood with the appetite of harpics, 


must be cast out of its service. 
This is the great work which 


now hes before the American peo- 
ple. Its achievement isthe only safety 
of the people. This is the great 
deed, which I understand is to be 
the attempted task of the convention. 
May God speed the execution ot the 
noble purpose. If it shall be aeceom-— 


plished, liberty and Union will stand— 
where only they can stand exe and in- 
separable—upon ihe rock of national 
virtue; and here, if waited, they may 
stand “one and inseparable, new and 
forever.” 
So faras Ican discover, the purest 
motives of a wise and vigilant patriot- 
ism have counseiled this convention of 
true lovers of their country. Should 
it fail to effect at once, the glorious ob- 
Ject designed, still the nation will be 
sure to reap, in an early day, atich 
harvest of the sceds now sown.

 Libbie Garrabrant to be Hanged... 


The Sentence. 

At ten o’clock yesterday morning the 
Paterson, (N. J.,) court house’ was 
crowded to suffocation by a motley an- 
dience of men, women and children to 
hear Judge Bedle pronounce the sen- 
tence of death upon Libbie Garrabrant 
for the murder of Ransom F, Burroughs. 
In addition to the crowd inside the jail 
and court yards, the streets, sidewalks 
and every available spot were filled 
with spectators anxious to catch a 
climpse of the doomed girl as she was 
broveht from the court house to the 
jail. A scene of such excitement had 
not been witnessed in the Paterson 
Courts in many years. ee 

At half-past ten o'clock, Libbie was 
brought into Court and given a Seat In 
front of the Judges. In the stretch of 
necks to see the prisoner considerable 
confusion ensued. which was finally par- 
tially quieted when Mr. Hopper, the 
county prosecutor, moved that sentence 
be pronounced upon Elizabeth Garra- 
brant, who had been convicted of pois- 
oging Ransom F. Burroughs, and the 
jury had found her guilty of murder in 
the first degree. 

The unfortunate giri was then ordered 
to stand up. She was dressed the same 
as upon her trial—brown poplin dress, 
with overskirt ; pink bow at her throat, 
lace collar and cuffs, vellow kid gloves} 
and black shawl, with a black jockey 
hat, around which was pinned a drab 
veil, so as not to fall over her face. As 
she stood up she burst into tears and 
hid her face in her handkerchief. She 
did not pale, but a red spot appeared 
upon each cheek, and a slight trem- 
bling of her body was visible. There was 
much confusion among the audience 
and some babies in the crowd began 
squalling most lustily. The Judge 
ordered the prisoner to be seated again, 
but it was some minutes before the cry- 
ing babies could be removed and order 
restored. 

Tais finally secured, however, Judge 
Bedle again ordered Elizabeth Garra— 
brant to rise. She was apparently not 
so much excited as before, but still kept 
her face buried in her handkerchief and 
continued weeping, not hysterically, but 
manifested much emotion. 

Judge Bedle then asked :— 

“ITave you anything to say why the 
Court should not pronounce the sen- 
tence of death against you?” Between 
her sobs, and ina voice almosrt unin- 
telligible, Libbie replied, “.No’ str.” 

Jndge Bedle then, aiter a slight 
pause and with a husky voice and wa- 
tery eyes, apparently scarcely able to 
control his emotion, addressed the un- 
bappy girl as follows :— 
| ‘Phe jury have found you guilty of 
the murder of Ransom F. Burrougus, in 
the month of December last, and 
they have fixed the degree. The Court 
entirely satisfied with that verdict, 


|Wethink that it was a necessity from 
the testimony, and that the jury did 
their duty faithfully. The Court do 
_not intend to rehearse the circumstances 
of this case; we think no useful purpose 
could be accomplished by it. It 1s 
suilicient to say, that in the judgement 
ofthe Court, your crime was deliberate 
and most wicked. It is true that your 
moral sense had become greatly de- 
based; yet the Court have no doubt 
that you are both legally and morally 
responsible for the consequences of that 
act. You, either alone or with another 
with you, administered that poison by 
which Burroughs died. You were his 
attendant, yet you ellowed him to lin- 
ecr under the influence of it for several 
days, without medical aid, when yntsi- 
bly his hte might have been saveéd, 
You stayed with him under all these 
circumstances, and at last you allowed 
him to die a cruel death. The Court 
may sympathize with you—do (very 
huskily and slowly,) but we sce no 
'reasoa from the facts of this case, why 
the penalties of the law should not be 
enforced, Yourexample is a terrible 
warning to others. When once female 
character is debased and a female 
herself allows herself to be a prey tothe 
Vicious passions of her nature, unless 
saved by some wenderful moral up- 
turning, terrible consequences may be | 
expected. In this case, the Court be- 
lieves you have lost yourself to a great 
extent. Justead of taking counsel of 
your better judgment, you took counsel 
of the debased and depraved passions 
of your nature. Nothing now remains
